R. ROOT’S heroic sacrifice of a rich law practice in order to serve his 
country has been the topic of a flood of approving comment. At the 
same timé there are some prickings of conscience when it is seen that the 
disposition to assume the responsibilities of office involves such a heavy 
loss to patriotic citizens of genius and high character. Every newspaper 
in the country has told its readers that Mr. Root has given up an income 
of $300,000 a year. That is an enormous 
sacrifice. The ordinary man reads about 
it with a growing shame when he thinks 
how he himself is hustling for all he can 
get. And then he gets to thinking that 
maybe everything you read in the papers 
is not so. Judge Dill is said to have given 
uP a $300,000 practice to go on the Jersey 
bench. It is getting to be common. Is 
$300,000 the customary income of a New 
York practice? There is a roundness, a 
plumpness, an artistic get-up to the figures 
that looks so much like the pictures of the 
potatoes in seed-catalogues. Senator Cul- 
berson of Texas was once asked by a 
youthful representative why he consented 
to serve in congress at a small salary when 
he could doubtless earn twenty times as much outside. The senator re- 
plied, ‘‘ I know it’s a mere pittance we get here, but the pay is so d—d 
regular.”’

An ex-teacher tells Chicago that the 
public school is bringing ruin to the rising generation, while an aggressive 
Marylander is circularizing an appeal to abolish the whole institution. The 
business of educating the young is so important that the demand is urgent 
for some \ld-fashioned, straight-headed thinking on the subject. The city 
and citified ideals of life are to blame largely for the mixup of theories. 
The city forgets that in the main the business of life is of the old hum- 
drum sort. The woman must know how to cook the meals, sew, take 
care of the house, and train the children. The man must know how to 
plant the fields and toil with his hands. These are the basic things, and 
no civilization is normal that affects to despise them. A husky youngster 
following a plow is a healthier and happier picture on the whole than an 
anemic, spectacled youth weltering under a load of books. The education, 
therefore, that is normal must have for its ideal the training for usefulness 
and efficiency in the ordinary vocations. Specialized learning comes later.

MR. DALRYMPLE OF GLASCOW TO MAYOR DUNNE 
AT CHICAGO, 

WE ARE permitted herewith to give selections from the letter of 

Mr. Dalrymple of Glascow to Mayor Dunne of Chicago, which 
are being withheld from the public for reasons best known to the 
reform mayor of that enterprising metropolis. As the public well 
knows, the Scotchman was invited to come to the city by the lake and 
give an expert opinion on the question of public ownership. The 
‘‘opinion,” it seems, was quite elaborate, and Mr. Dalrymple not only 
discussed municipal ownership, but many other things that appeared 
to him to have some bearing on the subject.
